In this letter IJ will say o tow 
words about “ extraterritoriality,” 
trade relations, and tho entente 
cordiala between! China and the 
Weat. 

I cannot‘ say that -I “altogether 
blame the Chineso for whnting to |, 
abolish extraterritoriality, .No dobt 
the. Chineso do lose. a certain 
amotint of ‘' face’ through the oc- 
qupation of Chineso, territory by 
forcigners,, who administer .. their 
own laws there. At tho simo'time 
no real harm is done to ‘China or 
tho Chinese by this peaceful foreign 
occupation. ‘The only element of 
danger in extraterritoriality lies in 
tho trouble * and strife that may 
arise when friction occurs between 
foreign treaty ports, concessions, 
and possessions, .on the one hand, 
and tho Chinese Government, on’ 
the other hand. This source of 
danger would’ bo obviated — by 
‘abolishing extraterritoriality.” How- 
ever, the problem of extraterri- 
toriality will bo finally settled,. the 
chief point to be commer it ‘this 
problem, and in any other pi ‘oblem 
that may arise between: China and 
Occidental nations, is the mainten- 
ance of friendly, ‘cordial rejations 
‘between China and tho “Occident. 
The peace of the world, the carry- 
ing-on and increase of trado, and 
commerce, ‘freedom’ of travel. ond 
intercourse, and ~ exchange of 
intellectual; spiritual, and cultural 
attail ments;—depend. .upon, the 
establishment, maintenance, and 
strengthening of friendly ties be- 
tween China and Occidental 
nations.
